PREMIER SIFTON WANTS DATE SET 
VO DISCUSS TURNING OVER 
RESOURCES TO PROVINCE 


Premier Sifton has written Hon, 1. 
L., Borden, reminding the new prime 
minister of the promise miade yby the 
Gonservative leader while in gpposition, 
thatihe resources of Alberta should be 
turned over to the provinee upon his 
attainment of offee, Premier Sifton 
requests an audience with the Federal 
eabinet, for the discussion of the dc- 
tails of the proposed transfer of con- 
trol to the province, of all natural re- 
sourees,. The letter was written on 
November 8, and as yet a suMeient 
period for Mr, Borden to reply tas not 
elapsed, Premier Scott of Saskatehe- 
wan has made a similar request, 

The question of provincial control 
of natural resourees was” brought -to 
the front at the Jast session of the les- 
islature by a resolation introduced by 
A, Bramley-Mocre, M.P.P. for Alexan- 
dra, calling upon the Dominion govern. 
ment to transfer to “Alberta all re- 
sourees of purely Joeal concern, 

Three months ago Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier anpouneed that Alberta would bo 
given such control in the event of the 
return of his goevernment to power, 
Roth Liberal and Conservative parties 
have thus beeome vommitted to the 
granting of a demand which has be- 
com insistant in both Soskatehewan 
and Alberta,
